UCH lias been tlie world feeling of confidence in the ability of 
Roald Amundsen to get himself and his companions out of any 
disaster within the terrible range of possibility in the Arctic, that 
even now hopes are being expressed that he is somewhere in the 
polar ice pack, alive and fighting for survival with his companions 
of the French airplane expedition which set out to locate and rescue 
the Italia survivors last June.

But the sea has sent its token, the smashed pontoons and un­ 
der carriage of the seaplane occupied by the rescue expedition. 
Further search of the waters where this flotsam was found may re­ 
veal the rest of the wrecked craft.
